Penalties provided for ave not less than 
fines of $2 nor more than $100 and court 
costs for each offense. However, each day 
a violation continues is considered a separ- 
ate offense. Also, if work is done in vicla- 
tion of this ordinance, the city may institute 
an injunction to prevent erection or stop 
use of a building after erection. j 

To cover any inequalities or injustices 
that might be in the ordinance, a Board of 
Adjustment is provided for, Regulations, 
district areas and boundaries may be alter- 
ed, amended or repealed by the city govern- 
ment, No amendment shall become effective 
unless it is first submitted to the City Plan- 
ning Commission for its reconimendation. 

Provisions of the ordinance are consic- 
ered minimum requirements adopted for 
the promotion of the public health, safety, 
morales, convenience, order, prosperity and 
general welfare of the community. From a 
superficial study of the new regulations. it 
looks like the council and City Planning 
Commission have brought Elba up to date 
in this field. A certain amount of overall 
planning and ‘supervision is needed right 
now with so much construction and build- 
ing taking place.
